It is not easy to discuss it in 
terms of the value of human life 
and to do so is to dangerously 
oversimplify the problem and the 
principles involved. 


Principles 

There were those who said in 
1776 that one Colonial life was 
worth more than all the extra 
taxes on tea and property. 

They were as right as those who 
sO measure it today. 

What we have done in Korea is 
take a step which is in the great 
tradition of that taken in 1776, 
which has led us through the test- 
ing years until now, when we 
stand as one of the two great 

wers in the world and the one 
aden with chief responsibility for 
moral leadership and protection 
of human freedom, 


Had we not treated the Soviet 
aggression in Korea as aggres- 
sion, all principle would have 
been lost and we would have 
killed everywhere in the world 
the hope of those who 
against the murderous lust for 
power which projects the Soviets 
on the road to conquest and en- 
slavement, 


Reasons 


There are ample reasons. 

The Treaty of Versailles was 
not a good treaty. But it was not 
as bad as Nazi propaganda made 
it appear. It could have been 
peacefully modified. 

Had France, Great Britain and 
the United States said no when 
Hitler, jittery with suspense, 


marched his troops into the Ruhr, | 


we could have halted that bloody 
career then and there. 


Had we met aggression with 
force in 1931 when the Japanese 
moved into Manchuria, we would 
have changed the course of Nip- 
ponese expansion which, from 
1931, went careening on, faster 
and faster, to Dec. 7, 1941, and 
Pearl Harbor. 

Mussolini, seeking more raw 
meat to feed his Fascist jackals, 
attacked Abyssinia. The League 
of Nations applied sanctions. 
France’s Pierre Laval and Brit- 
ain’s Sir Samuel Hoare wrecked 
them and gave the Italian dicta- 
tor the green light. 

When civil war began in. Spain 
the Western countries knew it for 
what it was. Winston Churchill 
spoke out in plain, blunt words in 
the House of Commons in Len- 
don and was sneered at by Nev- 
ille Chamberlain. The United 
States, Great Britain and France 
adopted a policy of noninterven- 
tion and the United States re- 
fused to sell arms—though Ger- 
many and Italy had already be- 
gun enormous shipments of arms, 
troops and planes to Franco. 

All the Western nations agreed 
that Czechoslovakia . was _ not 
worth a life, and so they helped 
create Munich and _ hopelessly 
accepted the decision at Godes- 
burg whereby all Czectfoslovakia 
was abandoned to the Nazis. 


Question for 1950 


Let the American citizen ask 
himself if any of this was in the 
tradition of 17767 


And let him ask himself one 
more question. Did those acts of 
appeasement save any lives? Did 
not they cost millions of lives 
which the 1é&s of a few in meet- 
ing them might have saved? 

When Korea came there was 
nothing else to do. We cannot af- 
ford to allow it to drag. That is a 
consuming danger. 

The Korean boundary was 
established in agreement with 
the Soviets. It was as much their 
creation as ours. 


Whatever the outcome, there no 
longer is any uncertainty about 
what our policy is—or will be. 
The Soviets know what we will 
try to do about Korea, Formosa, 
Indochina or the Philippines. 

Frontiers established by agree- 
ment and treaty will be honored

In a broadcast not confirmed by 
any other source, the Red radio at 
Pyongyang reported that other 
North Korean forces had advanced 
from Chumunjin on the east coast 
36 miles inland and captured Tach- 
wari, 80 miles east of Suwon.

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Speed Will Better Serve Peace 


It is obvious that the burden of re-es- 
tablishing order in Korea is up to the na- 
tions of the West, meaning chiefly the 
United States. 

South Korean fighting forces have 
been demoralized completely. There is 
possibility that lines may be re-formed 
and morale restored to a degree that Ko- 
rean troops can be used to advantage. It 
will remain, however, for this country and 
its allies to supply the direction and a hard 
core of fighting men to drive out the in- 
vaders in accordance with the United Na- 
tions request. 

The quicker the Battle for Korea is 
ended the better will be the chances for 
world peace. A long-drawn-out action 
will give Russia opportunity to start new 
incidents in other localities in a calculated 
effort to spread thin the forces of the free 


world. Every day’s delay in bringing the 
Korean fighting to a successful conclusion 
will increase the danger of a general war. 

At present there are only four United 
States divisions under command of Gen- 
eral MacArthur. Because Japan and other 


areas cannot be left unprotected, probably . 


not more than two of these divisions can 
be committed to the Korean fighting. 
Some military authorities think one di- 
vision will be sufficient provided Korean

Figures Confirm 
Sales Tax Need 


It has been plain for many months that 
a sales tax combined with new income 
tax rates will be necessary if Georgia is 
to have better schools, health facilities, 
roads and other services which the peo- 
ple demand. 

Figures released yesterday by State Au- 
ditor B. E. Thrasher, Jr., confirm this ap- 
praisal. 

In the fiscal year which ended last Fri- 
day, Georgia spent almost $2,000,000 more 
than was collected. The fact that the 
State ended the year with a surplus of ap- 
proximately $4,300,000 was due to a sur- 
plus the year before amounting to more 
than $6,000,000. 

That there was a surplus at all this 
year is gratifying. The special taxes im- 

osed at the behest of Governor Talmadge 
ast August have not produced the esti- 
mated $20,¢00,000, but the increased funds 
for education and other services have been 
continued by trimming and by dipping 
into the surplus. 


In his campaign Governor Talmadge 
promised more school money and other 
increases which will make it necessary 
for the State to raise an additional $70,- 
000,000 annually. That can be done only 
by a sales tax keyed to an income tax. 


A special session of the Legislature 
will not be necessary. The way the finan- 
cial picture is working it appears no pinch 
will come until perhaps November or 
December. A crisis at that time can be 
postponed until the General Assembly’s 
scheduled meeting in January. 

Last Winter it appeared a crisis would 
develop much sooner. It was obviated, 
however, by two factors. One was the

If that 
task can be accomplished speedily and ef- 
fectively the possibilities of the situation 
leading to a third world war will have 
been lessened greatly. We do not want to 
give Russia a protracted testing ground 
for her fighting forces. Our strength hav- 
ing been committed, we ought to send 
troops and supplies in sufficient number 
and quantity to win in the shortest possi- 
ble time. It is gratifying that official 
Washington now has recognized the need 
for speed. In that way the end of even- 
tual peace will be served.

Farmers Haven’t 


Lost Their Spirit 


We noted with a great deal of surprise 
the recent vote of 6,894 Ohio farmers, in a 
poll conducted by the Farm Bureau. 

Only 14 percent of those voting fa- 
vored the Brannan farm plan. Moreover, 
34 percent of the farmers said they wanted 
no government farm plan at all and 39 
percent said they disliked price supports. 
However, 64 percent of those voting said 
they favored a flexible price support pro- 
gram ranging from 75 to 90 percent of par- 
ity, while 63 percent like the present farm 
bill. 

Any way you look at it, Ohio farmers 
are drifting away from full dependence 
upon the government for a fair return. 
It is an indication the farmer has not yet 
lost all the independence for which he is 
traditionally famed.

Among the big city journalists there is a school of thought which holds that 
the life of a country weekly editor is the answer to the prayer of a tired daily 
newspaperman. The idea is that on Thursday night, the country editor lays aside 
his copy pencil, locks up the office, takes up rod and reel aad fishes until late the 
next Wednesday night or even Thursday morning maybe. Then he rushes back te 

: the shop, slaps together a few “dots” from the country correspondents, puts in some 
standing ads, hastily locks up the forms, starts the press, and heads once more for the creek bank. 


But there is another school in which the 


thinking on this subject is different. It’s the col- 


lege of experience and on the faculty are men 
like Pete Roton and “Pop” Smith. Pete quit chas- 


ing photo assignments in the city to run The 


Acworth Progress and “Pop” bought The Coch- 
ran Journal after years as editor of The Ma- 
con News. 

Ask the weekly publishers and they'll tell 
you that the tuition in the school of experience 
is headaches like going to the shop on Monday 
morning to find that your only linotype operator 
has lost a week end and is still missing or having 
the main cog on the press crack and you must 
cart the forms over to your friendly competitor 
or into the next county seat to get the issue out 
on time. 

Or ask Johnny Jones of The Leader-Tribune 
at Fort Valley. 

“Editor-Publisher John H. Jones continues ill 
at Piedmont Hospital in Atlanta,” the Fort Valley 
paper said Thursday.

The unifying effect of the crisis is observed 
in two interesting actions, among others: 

1. The quick action by Congress to put through 
an adequate draft bill and the $1,225,000,000 
arms aid bill, with a melting away of opposition 
to both measures, about which there was consid- 
erable difference of opinion and a reluctance to 
hurry until the North Korean army slashed its 
way across the 38th parallel. 

2. The chorus of criticism that engulfed Sen- 
ator Taft of Ohio until finally, after 24 hours, 
he gave grudging and conditional approval of 
what the President had done, but insisted that 
Mr. Truman should have secured approval from 
Congress in. advance and demanding the resig- 
nation of Secretary of State Dean Acheson. 


It was obvious that this attitude did not 
take well, especially since it was in decided 
contrast to the prompt high praise, with no 
strings attached, by such outstanding Re- 
publican leaders as Herbert Hoover and Gov- 
ernor Dewey. 


Senator Taft is notably blunt, speaking out 
frankly whatever the occasion, for which he is 
respected. But it appeared, considering the cir- 
cumstances, that he was straining a bit in this 
instance to make a point. It fell flat with a 
discordant echo.

Defamation of Independence 


NEW YORK—My own campaign of education against union rackets and 
tyranny began soon after the passage of the Wagner Labor Relations Act. I was 
a tyro in those early days, only sketchily familiar with the union movement and 
sentimentally committed to the unsound proposition that whatever unions did was 


good for labor. 


The enormity of the union movement soon became apparent to 


me and it was dramatized opportunely by the terrible oppression of citizens and 


intimidation of communities and governments by the goons of the CIO in the drives to compel un- 
willing Americans to join the auto workers, the steel workers and other mushroom organizations 


which had sprung from the foul soil of the Roosevelt-Communist conspiracy. 


I educated myself as’ I .conducted a running 
fight against this vicious concept of the inferior 
status of the human being under the Roosevelt- 
union system of government. I collected more 
than a hundred union constitutions. They differ 
in detail, but in principle they agree that the 
citizen was not free to select his own bargaining 
agent even though that freedom was supposed to 
be the first article of the new faith. 


The individual had to accept as his bar- 
gaining agent the union prevailing in his 
eraft or in the shop where he worked or 
hoped to work. If he didn’t accept the bar- 
gaining agent he couldn't get a job. In many 
cases, if he already had a job and the union 
muscled into the shop, the gullible worker 
whe welcomed the racketeers and readily 
signed up soon discovered that he had just 
done himself out of his job. The union rack- 
eteer accepted his admission fee but put him 
at the bottem of the list and put some 
stranger with seniority inte his job. 


The stranger with seniority might be a poor 
victim of extortion, himself, buying another poor 
devil's job for $50 or a kick-back from his pay. 
The poor sucker had to live. He had children, 
sickness in the family, all the familiar misfor- 
tunes and emergencies of our people and it was 
dog-eat-dog. 


The fellow who joined up and paid his initia- 
tion only to be muscled out was not allowed to 
go up Elm Street and down Spruce applying for 
work. He had to hang around the union hall and 
wait until some racketeer sung out his card num- 
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system of oppression, degredation, extortion and 
political corruption. 


The worst of it all fs, and this fact damns 
American unionism as a menace without mitiga- 
tion, that all the politicians and unioneers insist 
that it cannot function if you impair any of its 
absolute powers. The absolute powers of unions 
operated as subsidiaries of the national adminis- 
tration thus become absolute powers of the party.

OKINAWA—The first time I saw this green island, whose red hills remind 


me so much of the hills of home, a certain a 


of tension prevailed in 


these parts. We had come in from Saipan, by way of Iwo Jima, leading a flight 
of dive bombers which were sorely needed to help out the ground troops who, 
with infinite blood and toil were digging, almost one by one, the Japs from their 
caves on.the islands south. We had made a good landfall, but our gas was 


low, and as we came within view the radio began to sputter. Orbit where we were, they 
for a great air battle was going on over the island, and a fat transport would not be wise 
der into such a melee. So we laid off, 20 miles away, circling and waiting, until finally

sairs had cleared the skys and we came in to land. We were supposed to land at Yontan, the big 
airfield to the north, but through some mischance we went in at Kadena instead. And no sooner 
had the wheels stopped rolling than a distraught character wearing a sergeant’s stripes ran out to

“Get that d---- big shiny thing out of here,” 
he howled. “This field is under artillery fire.” 
So we turned around hurriedly and took off 
again, this time for safer Yontan to the north. 
And all along the southern slopes the big guns 
boomed and roared, their flashes making hot 
glowing spots in the gathering dusk. 


I thought about this arrival as I came in 
the other afternoon to peaceful Okinawa in 
a luxurious liner of the Northwest Airways. 
Below us lay a land at peace... Again the 
fields were tended, again the little villages 
of mud and thatch stood where once there 
had been only ruins. As far as the eye 
could see there were roads, and on the roads, 
not mobile guns and trucks and troops, but 
shiny automobiles, and Okinawa farmers 
trudging home with their heavy short-han- 
dled hoes over their shoulders. 

" 

But as soon as we stepped off the plane I 
sensed that something was wrong. There was 
a heavy stillness in the hot air, broken only 
now and then by short pushing gusts of wind. 
All around me men were scurrying about, put- 
ting up wooden shutters on the buildings at the 
airfield. 

“Get your gear together and get where you 
are going to stay tonight as soon as possible,” 
the man who came hurrying out to the plane 
said. “Elsie’s only 100 miles off and she’s headed 
this way.” 

Then I knew what the trouble was. Twice be- 
fore I had felt that same hot wind, that same 
laden stillness. Elsie was a typhoon, and a 
typhoon on Okinawa is something to linger in 
the memory. 

But Elsie never came. All night we waited, 
sleeping fitfully in steaming Quonsets with all 
doors battened tight and all windows shuttered. 
For awhile the wind rose, and you could hear 
it moan and feel it push. And then came a great 
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rain, and after that, clear skies and a soft and 
easy breeze. That afternoon we found out what 
had become of Elsie. Moving so suddenly the 
weathermen who watched her in their radar 
scopes had no time to get out a warning, she 
pirouetted on the surface of the sea far out, 
danced first this way and that, and then roared 
in on the neighboring island of Miyako. She 
didn't visit long. But when she was gone 15 
natives were dead, villages were leveled, and 
all the the buildings our Military Government 
had put up there were flat on the ground. 


She blew herself out there, and will be for- 
getten here in a matter of days—whereas Gloria, 
who struck in 1949 and left our flimsy installa- 
tions on Okinawa lying in a shambles of twisted 
steel and tin, will be remembered so long as 
Americans stay on this far-off island where we 
watch, with planes and guns ready, the littoral 
of Asia. 


For their whim and their caprice the weather- 
men name the typhoons with women’s names, 
The next one will be Frances. Nobody knows 
when she is coming—only that she will some 
day surely come. 


For the other kind of storm that may 
plow suddenly out of the China Seas—war 
with the Reds—Okinawa is ready, as ready 
as she can be for the money that has been 
spent. When the word came in that war had 
flamed between North and South Korea, the 
island went about its business of getting 
ready as calmly as if preparing for another 
typhoon. 


Double guard went up on the gas and am- 
munition dumps. Armed planes, jets by day and 
night-fighters by night, went on a five-minute 
stand-by alert, ready to go when called. If a 
third World War was brewing, Okinawa was 
ready. 


‘There'll Be Fireweslil in Oklahoma 


WASHINGTON—The Democratic Senatorial primary in Oklahoma today is one that the Truman 
administration high command is viewing with mixed emotions. Because the 73-year-old incumbent,. 
Sen. Elmer Thomas, voted for the Brannan Plan and against the Taft-Hartley law, and the chal- 
lenger, Rep. A. S. (Mike) Monroney, took the anti-administration position on both of those meas- 
ures, President Truman might be expected to favor renomination of Senator Thomas. 


But Representative Monroney, at 48, is rated 
among the half-dozen ablest and most useful 
members of the House, and despite his two 
notable defections from the New Deal Presi- 
dent Truman probably prefers him to the aging 
and egocentric Thomas. 


There is the calculation also that Mon- 
roney would prove the strongest candidate 
against the expected Republican nominee, 
Rev. William H. Alexander, who first an- 
nounced as a Democratic candidate but 
switched to the Republican side. Democratic 
leaders remember that it was a dissident 
Democrat, Edward H. Moore, who last won 
an Oklahoma Senatorial seat under the Re- 
publican label. 


Final returns from the straw vote published 
by the Daily Oklahoman on Sunday gave 51.4 
per cent of the Democratic primary votes to 
Representative Monroney, as against 42.6 per 
cent for Thomas and 6 per cent divided among 
five other aspirants. 


Politicians from the state, however, says much 
depends on the extent to which citizens dip into 
their holiday to vote. Because Senator Thomas has 
the bulk of Democratic machine support, a small 
vote would be likely to favor him. 

If voters do stay away from the polls, it 
will not be for lack of colorful campaigning de- 
signed to bring them out. Representative Mon- 
roney has been barnstorming steadily for sev- 
eral months and Senator Thomas, while he at 
first viewed his competition lightly, has been 
pursuing the voters for all he is worth for sev- 
eral weeks. 

Because Thomas is chairman of the Senate 
agricultural committee, vitally important to the 
state’s cotton and wheat growers, much of the 
debate has pertained to farm issues. 

Thomas is the only high-ranking member 
of the Congressional farm bloc committed to the 
Brannan Plan, and Monroney has been hammer- 
ing that Truman-sponsored measure in every 
speech. Monroney reads from Thomas’ initial 
Brannan bill to the conclusion that it would 
impose “18 pages of new restrictions and pen- 
alties” on the agriculturists. 

Thomas is largely ignoring the Brannan Plan 
in his campaign speeches. Rather, he is attack- 
ing Monroney for support of the Anderson-Gore 
bill, passed last winter, which maintains the ex- 
isting 90 per cent of parity for this year’s crop,

but authorized mild reduction in government 
price supports thereafter. 


When Senator Thomas charged this week 
that the Gore-Anderson bill would reduce 
price support for Oklahoma farmers to 60 
per cent of parity, one of the authors of the 
measure, Senator Gore (Dem., Tenn.) issued 
a statement calling Thomas a Har. 


Two other lines of attack by Monroney ap- 
parently are more disturbing to Thomas than 
the =o over how much cash dole the gov- 
ernment should dispense to farmers. First, Mone 
roney alleges that Thomas, because of his ten- 
derness toward private hydroelectric interests, 
has blocked rural electrification. Secondly, Mon- 
roney is repeating widely published charges that 
Thomas has used his inside knowledge in the 
agricultural field to speculate heavily in wheat 
and cotton markets. 


The FEPC issue, prominent in all other 
Southern campaigns, is playing no part in the 
Oklahoma Democratic primary contest, because 
both Thomas and Monroney have favored FEPC 
legislation. There is a suspicion, however, that 
the Reverend Alexander, if he wins the Re- 
publican nomination, will play on the race issue 
in an effort to win the Southern-minded rural 
voters.
